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SINGLE TAX INFORMATION 


A great many people have asked this depart- 
ment to write something abont single tax and 
also about the constitutional amendment to be 
voted on at the coming election, and explain 
both, and poimt out ‘what, if any, connection 


versed upon the single tax theory ‘we asked 
Jadge John Roth, who has: made a ‘eeareful- 
study of it, to write for these cblumns hig opin- 
iogs regarding it, and he has submitted a very 
interesting talk .along those lines, whieh. ‘we 
submit herewith. The Judge overlooks one 
point, however, and that is that the ‘‘Home 
Rule in Taxation,’ on the ballot does not in any 
sense mean an adoption of the single tax meth- 
od of taxation, It merely gives the people the 
right to adopt, subsequently, such a method, if 
they see fit, or to adopt’ any other method 
which in their. judgment is for the best interests 
of all parties concerned. We are certainly in 
favor of adopting the amendment, but are not 
yet prepared to say that we favor the single 
tax theory, which may be, however, because of 
laek of a more thoreugh knowledge in regard 
to it. Judge Roth’s article follows: 

‘Ig there any good reason why the farmer who 
W cultivates his land, making the whole country more

itaxes than the man’ who uses. his land for’ grazing 
i purposes or iets ‘Me idle altogether, and thus holds 
} the prosperity back by so doing? That is the ques- 
tion involved in the amendment to be voted on at 


the coming election, entitled ‘‘Home Rule In Tax- 
ation,”’

that. Give labor and industry freedom in this great 
state, where every plant. flourishes, from the tropics 
to the poles, in this land of perpetual summer, and 
we can give happy homes to many millions of peo- 
ple. The Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys with 
their hundreds of milions of acres of arable lands, 
the richest on earth, are so thoroughly monopolized 
that the government reports show that but one-sixth 
of the area has ever been touched by the plough. 
The other five-sixths is swamps ana overflowed land 
and desert land, alt used to some extent for graz- 
ing. Were the surplus waters which create those

And in 
my judgment it will be better for even them in the 
end. There is no pockets in a shroud and when 
they are about to close their eyes for the last time 
on this earth to pass to the tinal judgment to which 
all must bow in submission; I know that their minds 
and consciences will be easier when they can meet 
the great examination with the clear conviction that 
they have not exacted their substance in this life 
‘from the sweat of another man’s soll.
